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HINTS AND NOTIONS, 



Japanese Coloring:. Japanese artists fur- 
nish in their designs endless variety of color- 
ing, always graceful and effective, and never 
crude or coarse. What is remarkable is the few 
touches of the brush by which they can pro- 
duce nature in life and movement— a tree bent 
and shaken by the wind, or spray of flowers 
waving with the summer breeze, birds flying 
or asleep, and all true to characteristics of 
form. Some of their bits of chromatic art 
may be made much of in enlivening otherwise 
dull walls. 

Hanging's. Marvellously beautiful in 
color, delicacy of texture and design, are some 
of the Indian curtains now in the market. The 
light as it percolates through them has a re- 
freshing softness. It is curious that these fine 
filling textiles were made in the earliest days of 
weaving of which we have any record, but they 
were apt to be overloaded with spangles and 
heavy though rich embroidery work, the object 
in the sunny East being to shut out rather than 
admit the light. 

Discord of Form. All forms and figures 
have a geometrical quantity, attention to or 
neglect of which renders them pleasing or 
otherwise. Combinations of lines which have 
no apparent object are seldom satisfactory. 
The skillful cabinet maker never loses sight of 
proportion as a main element of design. This 
may lie in the relative dimension of two or more 
parts of an article of furniture, or in the rela- 
tion of these to breadth, or in the relative posi- 
tion of straight and curvilinear lines. 

To Clean Oil Painting's. The following 
receipt will be found valuable for the purpose : 
Mix well together two ounces of wood naptha, 
one ounce spirits of salts and a quarter of a 
pint of linseed oil. Before being used the bot- 
tle containing them should be shaken. The 
application is simply with a soft pad of linen, 
to which should be given a circular motion. 
When nearly dry give a second dressing, when 
the picture will come out in all its details.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Hanging Furniture. Mere individual 
conceits introducing variations in styles of fur- 
niture, caprices that run no chance of being 
generally adopted, often convey a suggestion. 
A parlor and dining-room may be seen in a 
dwelling of New York, fitted up according to 
the owner's taste, in which chairs, tables, side- 
board, piano are all suspended by metal rods 
from the beams of the wainscotted ceiling. 
Consequently they are legless. The hanging 
cupboards are veritable hanging cupboards. 
Even the fire grate is suspended. Necessarily 
each article is a fixity. One advantage is the 
unobstructed area of floor so far as the eyes 
are concerned. Curtains and portieres, bird 
cages and paintings fall in of necessity with the 
general scheme. The effect is very curious. 
The question now is : Will the owner of the 
house proceed so far as to hang himself ? 

Paper Hangings. New materials are 
being continually adopted for wall paper. One 
of the latest is a spongy substance presenting a 
rough and minutely reticulated substance. It 
allows of any coloring. Embossed figures, 
whilst yielding readily to the touch, resume 
their form on the finger being withdrawn, such 
is the elasticity of the spongy mass. We un- 
derstand that sponge itself enters into the com- 
position of the article. 

"Wall Paper of Rushes. We would be 
glad to see some of our enterprising wall paper 
manufacturers follow the Japanese in utilizing 
rushes for heavy embossed goods. The rushes 
are beaten when moist, then cut up and stirred 
to a pulp.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Proportion in Decorative Designs. Pro- 
portion is simply a geometrical quality in forms 
and figures by which they are rendered pleas- 
ing. Many interior decorative designs fail of 
giving gratification, simply because the relative 
dimension that length bears to breadth of the 
parts, or too great or too little acuteness of 
various angles, or insufficiency or excess of 
curvature of lines, or in the relation that var- 
ious forms bear to one another in rendering 
their combinations harmonious. 

Leather Mosaics. The art of producing 
mosaics is being extended to leather, the pieces 
being variously colored, some having metalic 
hues, others with a transparent glaze over ano- 
ther color. They are attached by glue to a 
hardwood ground, framed the depth of the 
pieces, which are shaped as required. Ladies 
might with advantage engage in this elegant 
artistic adaptation of an inexpensive material. 
No lines should be shown between the separate 
pieces, some of which may be mere atoms. 

Jeweled Night Lamp. IrTthe way of 
night lamps a very pretty effect may be ob- 
tained by enclosing the light in two'seperable 
semi-hemispherical spheres of embossed gilt 
brass, pierced with a number of small aper- 
tures and jeweled with parti-coloredV!gla6s, this 
suspended from the upper portion of a ten- 
dril-like brass rod, affixed to a light and ele- 
gant metalic table, which may^be easily shifted 
to different portions of a room.
